A N object lesson in reclamation 
is provided by the present 
Canadian National station 
grounds at Vancouver, B.C. Before 
the site was developed the location 
was known as False Creek,a muddy

MOUNT GEIKIE CONQUERED BY CANADIANS 


T O Canadians goes the honor of 
being the first to set foot on 
the top of Mount Geikie, 10,- 
854 feet in altitude and the high¬ 
est peak in the Ramparts Range 
of Jasper National Park, along the 
main line of the Canadian National 
Railways. The party, composed of 
Cyril Wates, of Edmonton, Mal¬ 
colm D. Geddes, of Calgary, and 
Val. E. Fynn, of St. Louis, made 
their first ascent of Barbican Peak 
on July 12, and finding the passage 
too difficult there decided to return 
and attempt the southeast side, 
which route had been unsuccess¬ 
fully attempted in 1922 by Mr. 
Wates and Dr. Bulyea, of Edmon¬ 
ton. In that year Yates and Bul¬ 
yea got within 300 feet of the sum¬ 
mit when they were compelled to 
turn back 


Two days later Wates, Geddes 
and Fynn left camp at 2.30 in the 
morning and climbed a steep snow 
gully and up rock chimneys and 
cracks, one of which led the climb¬ 
ers into the heart of the mountain, 
finally emerging like a tunnel on 
the north face with a drop of over 
3,000 feet to the Tonquin Valley 
below. After reaching the alti¬ 
tude where they had been in 1922 
the party traversed a narrow ledge 
encircling the south side of the 
mountain an! reached the top at 
four o’clock in the afternoon. In 
doing so they faced a difficult and 
dangerous rock climb, having to 
overcome rotten rock and falling 
stones at many points. 

The party descended by moon¬ 
light, reaching their camp at 4.30 


bn the morning - of July 15, ex¬ 
hausted but happy over their suc¬ 
cess. 

Other parties are attempting to 
climb Mount Geikie this summer, 
but the honor of first reaching the 
summit roust go to Wates, who has 
just successfully completed his 
third attempt. Another party, 
headed by Dr. Thorrington, noted 
American climber, was attempting 
the ascent with guide Conrad Kain, 
when they saw the Wates party at 
the top and turned back. 

The illustrations show the ser¬ 
ried south side of Mount Geikie; 
the successful climbers, from left 
to right, Messrs. Geddes, Fynn and 
Wates; and their awakening the 
morning after the ascent 


and trapped som,e 50,000 flies, 
the latter by means of fly-paper.

It is announced that vigorous 
efforts will be made by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Manitoba to effect the 
actual settlement of 224,000 acres 
of vacant provincial land now under 
the administration of the Crown. 


For the week ended June 21st 
traffic earnings of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway amounted to $3,- 
301,000, as compared with $3,159,- 
000 for the corresponding period of 
1923. This is an increase of $142,- 
000 or 4.4 per cent. 

Reports from the Rouyn gold 
fields of Quebec continue to indi¬ 
cate a great future for that terri¬ 
tory. Development is proceeding 
apace and the English capital now 
flowing into Canada in search of 
good investments is interesting it¬ 
self in this area. 


Three carloads of seed grain are 
being shipped weekly from the 
provincial seed cleaning and mar¬ 
keting plant at Edmonton, Alta. 
About 50,000 bushels of seed grain 
have been handled by bhe plant since 
last fall and 20,000 bushels more 
will be handled before the year's 
seeding is completed. 


The International Paper Company 
intends to add two new machines 
to their plant in Three Rivers, Que., 
so as to increase their production 
from 300 to 450 tons daily. Another 
project is also under consideration, 
viz., to build a plant in Batiscan 
instead of enlarging the Three 
Rivers one. 



Graphic and interesting educa¬ 
tional motion pictures will bring 
Alberta’s various resources to the 
eyes of those who attend the British 
Empire Exhibition this year. In 
addition to pictures illustrating the 
life of Alberta’s citizens on the 
farms, on the ranches and in the 
mining districts, charts will be used 
to bring out interesting compilations 
of statistics illustrative of the prov¬ 
ince’s agricultural and industrial 
output. 


Carrying an invitation to the 
President of the United States to 
attend the celebrations of the 140th 
anniversary of the settlement of 
Upper Canada by the United Em¬ 
pire Loyalists, which will be held 
in June, Miss G. Lazier, herself a 
descendant of the Loyalists, left 
Belleville recently on horseback to 
ride to Washington alone, a dis¬ 
tance of 600 miles. Elaborate ar¬ 
rangements for the celebrations are 
being made and it is expected that 
thousands of visitors will attend.

“A Week in Quebec in the Spring,’’ 
by Betty Thornley, internationally 
known writer associated with

a cover which reproduces in natural 
colors the pattern of cloth called 
catalogne, woven by Quebe? habitant 
women.

Dr. Lighthall was able to give the 
boundaries of the village and de¬ 
scribed it as resembling the home 
of Cedric the Saxon, in “Ivanhoe.” 


Apropos of the recent “Save the 
Forest yfeek,’’ E. W. Beatty, Presi¬ 
dent the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way, stated: “A week’s concentra¬ 
tion on saving the forests of Can¬ 
ada, is well worth while—much bet¬ 
ter .to make it a ‘Forest Saving 
Year’ and, if the forest resources 
of this country are to be conserved 
to adequately avail the greater Can¬ 
ada of a few years hence it must 
be a ‘Forest Saving Generation.’

Through the generosity of the 
British MuseuS, the Fine Arts 
School of the City of Quebec has 
been enriched by the donation of a 
precious collection of books on arts, 
which contain over 3,000 reproduc¬ 
tions of masterpieces. Among his¬ 
toric schools represented are the 
English of the 14th Century, the 
Italian of the 16th Century, the Ger¬ 
man of the 15th Century and the 
French and Danish of the 18th and 
17th Centuries respectively. 


For the 12 months ending May 
31, Canada had a favorable trade 
balance of nearly $200,000,000. Ex¬ 
ports during that period totalled 
$1,069,715,880 and imports $873,- 
367,752 in value. This represents 
an increase in value over the ex¬ 
ports of 1923 of $110,000,000 and 
of $32,000,000 over the imports of 
that year. The chief increases in 
exports were noted in agriculture, 
wood and paper. 


The first residence of the Jesuit 
Fathers at Sillery, which was built 
dn 1639, has been presented to the 
Province of Quebec by the sons of 
the late Hon. R. R. Dobell, a min¬ 
ister in the Laurier cabinet of 1896. 
JT'his house, which stands at the foot 
of the path outside the City of Que¬ 
bec up which Wolfe’s army climbed 
to the Plains of Abraham, is the 
oldest in Canada and the second 
oldest in North America, the oldest 
being situated in Florida.

Something new in the way of

ciation of that city, as a send-off 
to Canadian and United States 
delegates going to the annual con¬ 
vention of the Associated Advertis¬ 
ing Clubs of the World, which 
opened on July 12 at London, Eng¬ 
land. The 250, men of the party 
rolled a huge ball made of wood 
and canvas through the principal 
streets from a local hotel to the 
docks occupied by the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific steamship. “Montcalm,” upon 
which they subsequently sailed.

The Manitoba Pulp and Paper 
Company will, it is understood, 
shortly establish a plant at St. Boni¬ 
face, near Winnipeg, Man. The 
company plans to expend $3,600,000 
of its $5,000,000 capital on imme¬ 
diate operations, and to build a 200 - 
ton newsprint mill, employing about 
700 men. 


Canada’s trade is growing at a 
faster ratio than ever before, de¬ 
spite the war. She now sells to 100 
and buys from 77 countries. Her 
total foreign trade, in the calendar 
year 1923, reached $1,918,264,789, 
an increase of 16 per cent in one 
year, and her interchange of com¬ 
merce increased 70 per cent between 
1913-14 and the past year. 


John B. Thompson, noted sports¬ 
man and writer on the out-of-doors, 
widely and popularly known by his 
pen name of “Ozark Ripley,” is 
visiting the Canadian Pacific bun¬ 
galow camps in Ontario, giving 
demonstrations of his skill as a fly 
and bait caster, as well as free 
casting lessons to guests and infor¬ 
mal talks on fishing and other out¬ 
door subjects. 


Creating a new record for the 13 
years it has been in business, the 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Eleva¬ 
tor Company will have handled 50,- 
000,000 bushels of grain through its 
commission department in the 1923- 
4 season, it is announced. The es¬ 
timate of grain handled through 
terminal elevators for the 1923-4 
season is 58,000,000 bushels. 


The steel superstructure of the 
new Ste. Anne de Beaupre Basilica, 
which is to replace the destroyed 
edifice at the famous shrine, has 
now been completed and it is ex¬ 
pected that by next July the ex¬ 
terior of the church will be nearly 
finished. It is not anticipated, how¬ 
ever, that the building will he en¬ 
tirely ready until July, 1926. In 
the meantime, thousands of pil¬ 
grims continue to visit the shrine 
and several miracles have been re¬ 
cently reported. 


Figures issued by the Department 
of Agriculutre for the Province of 
Quebec show that there has been 
a marked improvement in the con¬ 
dition of farmers of the province 
over last year, due to good crops, to 
such an extent that, instead of dis¬ 
tributing grain seeds to the value 
of over $125,000 as was the case last 
year, only $60,000 worth was neces¬ 
sary to meet this year’s require¬ 
ments. Hon. J. E. Caron, Minister 
of Agriculture for the province, 
basing his anticipations on present 
crop prospects, expects a still fur¬ 
ther improvement in the near fu¬ 
ture. . 


“Never has the opportunity for 
Canadian business in the Orient 
been so good as it is today,” said 
Allan Cameron, Oriental Manager 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
in Montreal recently. “It is true 
that the general volume of business 
in China and Japan is somewhat be¬ 
low normal owing to both local and 
world conditions but if Canadian 
manufacturers and producers now 
fail to make an effort to secure the 
large share of Oriental trade that 
would naturally come to them, the 
opportunity will pass and someone 
else will get the business.”
